Although most, of the larger food- 
stuff manufacturers who possess the 
patronage or the Canadian people 
have conic to reallr.e that honesty Is 
the best policy, mistakes ate still 
somc'.imcs made. The work that, tho 
Food and Drug Laboratories of the 
Depart mon I of Health are doing in 
crder to safeguard the weiraro of the 
, public from such inla'.akcs was the 
subject or a paper which Mr. A. 
IViplhoaii Couture read to the inem- 
,hers or i he Chemical Society in the 
Macdonald Chemistry Building yes- 
erda.y afternoon. 

Mr- Couture thought lhat. the Food 
peoplo arc aware of the existence of 
( t.hc Food and Drug l.sbora.'.orias they 
;do not attach much importance to 
■their ivork. But when the public 
■begins to realize how the govern- 
ment, is inking precautions to pro'.eet 
the bodily welfare of Its citizens, in- 
tereso In the work of the Department 
or Health's Laboratories will increase. 

Mr. Couture thought that the Food 
and Drugs Act, since it is the most, 
comprehensive of all the acts of this 
'class. If the most Important. By this. 
,act offenders can be punished for, and 
iprevenled from, making adultera- 
tions in anything tha.:. is oaten or 
drunken by man, or used for medic- 
inal purposes. There are other sep- 
arate smaller acts whows existence- 
is rendered necessary by the general 
terms - In which the Food and Drugs 
Act, in order tu make It applicable 
(to all cases, Is couched. 
I In spile of the fact tha: the varl- 
;'oua municipal authorities, except in 
very unusual circumstances, look at- 
/.«r the supplies of milk, meat, and 
.vegetables, the Food and Drug Labor- 
atories have done a great deal of Im- 
portant work. Mr. Couture mentioned 
some of the tests they had made tj 
liiifliiro the purity of pepper, ginger, 
.vinegar, cloves, coffee, and flavour- 
ings. He told of the amusing discov- 
ery of the use of coloring materials 
to give their sausages an appearance 
of freshness by some of the smaller 
sausage makers. This, and many sim- 
ilar abut>es tho Foud ami Drug Lab- 
oratories had prevented. 

Owing to tho tests which have boen 
conducted an the Department of 
Health's Laboratories restrictions have 
been placed on the adulteration of 
drugs tor medicinal purposes. Some- 
times, Mr. Couture stated, the manu- 
facturera have boen at fault, and 
Homettmen Hie druggists were to 
blame, in Mte work on drugs tho

i . -given the opportunity of expression our opinion on the same siib- 

' ject we would probably agree unanimously with the results ob- 
tained at Princeton, for on reflection, one cannot fail to be im- 
pressed with the thought that i.o other word in the English vocabu- 
lary means so much in what it pleases us to term "our enlightened 

' civilisation." Without the existence of loyalty among men there 
could not be any social structure, as we know it, but instead a primi- 

- tive society, where mutual distrust is rampant and concerted action 
almost wholly absent. 

To be loyal to any person or institution implies faith. But 
when a lime conies, as it too often does, that the reason for placing 
faith in an individual proves to be unfounded, cannot often sur- 
vive, but turns into loathing and disgust, then the victims of such 

" disillusionment are inclined to become sceptical and think that the 
best members of society at one time or another are unworthy of the 
loyalty of their fellow men, and that many members are not de- 
serving of it at all. It is true, however, that our leaders, our friends 
• if we choose thera wisely, and those who in a position to command

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Flunking a Sixth-Grade Subject 



Four primary causée present them- 
selves to the seacher for thn "why" 
of the lUTirh lamented failures in 
frcs.hman English composition says 
the Indiana Daily Student. . 

Lack of proper high school train- 
ing, inefficient instruction on the 
yiart of 'the University English facul- 
ty, lack of supervised study, and lack 
of interest on the part of the stu- 
dent himself are the more popular 
■ reasons advanced. 

None of the student diagnosticians, 
however, has had the temerity to lay 
the blame hi the door of the state 
board of education. The present 
ruling of the state board requires in- 
struction in grammar only through 
the sixth grade. No compulsory in- j 
struction in grammar in high schools 
ever has been required, but former- 
ly thi? subject was required through 
the sixth, seventh and eighth grades. 

Ktate board officials, it is under- 
stood, exonerate their lowering of 
the standards by staling that school 
must b e made attractive enough to 
appeal to pupils of more than 1* 
years of age, the limit for compulsory 
attendance. They also hold that as 
only 20 percent of the graduates of 
Hoowier high schools continue their 
«ducàtlpn in colleges and universi- 
ties, the entire student body should 
not be required to take some eubject 
which win better fit those going on 
to college. 

.Throe possibilities f 0 r the condi- 
tion of the present situation prc&e-t 
themselves. 

The sate board of education should 
tehtstate the previous ruling requir- 
ing instruction tt» g.\i>.mar ;li> , pujll 
(lie eighth gaele and include compul- 
sory training through the high 
school course, for the oral and writ- 
ten English of every man, whether lie 
be a graduate of grade school or col- 
lege, is the basis- for the worid's snap 
judgment of him. Even at the time 
when this instruction was required 
through the eighth grade, students 
filtering the University found diffi- 
culty with the required composition 
• course. 

The English department of the 
University should and could sponsor 
;i Htate conference of high BShbol 
English teachers for the discussion 
of prévalent problems. This plan has 
worked out to the advantage of both 
the high school and University facul- 
ties In t ho cas c of Ea.ttn teachers' 

iferences. The local department 

also should stross training in grammar 
f<y those Intending to teach English. 
(The ability to scan ".IJIa.wa.tha" and 
to inn-rpret foe's "Haven." but with 
only a smattering of grammar, does 
not. tend to induce a thorough know- 
ledge of the subject in the next gen- 
craion of students. 

Although It is too bad that Jfl per 
cent of the enrollment in freshman 
fcomppsilon will be required to re- 
peat the semesters work, the student, 
■ though his high school training 
was inadequate, should Consider hlni- 
, ■ .( toiliinate to have the opportunity 
of learning correct English. 

With the stiffening of th.e state 
hoard requirements, the raising of 
lie standard, of high school English 
tc.icliers and a changed attitude on 
the part of tho student himself, fresh - 
man composition would \\» longer he 
ilir bugaboo or the uttering student. 
Instead, University instrucors could 
delve into the depths of descriptive 
writ, jig with the incoming students 
and not have to labor with the fonda- 
mental» of syntax.

DOCTOR LEACOCK 
ON COEDUCATION 

- * 

Says Mixed Classes Are 
Detrimental 



The following Interview with Dr. 
Lcncock \vivj published m a'recetH 
sue of the Michigan Daily: 

"I may be somewhat old-fashlonod, 
hut 1 do not consider co-education n 
good thing," aiild Stephen Leucock a R 
he swung Into his taxi at Vf III audi- 
torium lust night. "Do not misunder- 
stand me, I consider that a woman is 
vastly bottur off to have had a college 
education, hut I do feel that men and 
v. omen would both do better 'by them- 
selves. 

'There- 1.4 no danger. In this ago, 
of men not nicitlng members of the 
other sex." ha continued. "Most of 
them have a very extended acqua.ln- 
tanceshlp before they enter college, 
and without the presence of th* wo- 
men they will apply themselves mom 
vigorously to their studies and activi- 
ties. At the same time, the women 
ara better off by themselves. Girls 
do not spotlit freely in mixed classes, 
and gain most or their information by 
absorption, wliich does nothing toward 
developing their individuality. 

"Colleges in tho United Stales and 
Canada employ very similar methods, 
and T am not criticising, hut merely 
stating my opinion or tho matter whan 
I say that the éducation»! system of 
England Is more productive in real 
scholars and educated people than our 
own. Here wo have n factory-like 
system, and tha brilliant minds are 
given the least atention in the struggle 
to get the less gifted students through 
the courses." He nlso assailed "our 
ndeney to pursue vague, and futile 
studios."

to mankind, in violng with your bet- 
ters, who were designated by Dar- 
win as you progenitors..

They have had no experi- 
ence whatever; they are so utterly 
Ignorant of the great causes and 
resufcrt or "Things las They 'Are!"

thing. 1 have seen young men of 18, 
1 7,1 S, I » nnd 20 years of nge as well 
08 elders silt'ing down and listening 
to iheee things and then going off in- 
to tho saloons or snmow' ore olse and 
discussing^.-!!- hours the propositions 
set forth. Tho man outside tho col- 
lege I» not' isolated from this. The 
man milsldu Is not protsolnd from it. 
On Ihe other hand, the man outside 
Is subjected In Ihu presentation of a 
lot of asserted facta and a lot of rc- 
•»nt.ed data which somebody has got % 
to disprovo In future times, or allow 
him, to accept these oh truth. 

"Do you nnd I. we w!ho lire parents 
or who arc alumni of Dartmouth Col- 
lege, desire that our sons shall go 
Into Ihe College and shall bc\ by fal- 
lible men told imccrtnln facts Is rogard 
to .changing situations, unci turned 
out with the belief the they aro pos- 
sessed of f inn I truth? Are wo willing 
that our sons shall go out handicap- 
ped o« they would 'be if they, had 
never learned anything except tho 
cpnycnllonn laud the orthodox doctri- 
nes which might he presented to 
IlieniV Somebody i.uiy, "Hut is not 
this dangerous?"

Federal Council of Churches 
Issued Statistics 

28 MOB MURDERS 

Four States Have Never Had 
a Lynching in Boun- 
daries 



•.Washington. March l*» — Nino states 
bors the black tdiamo of lynching In 
192.1, according In the N'en -Lynching 
Holl of Honor of the IVdcrnl Council 
of Churches. Those nine states were 
responsible Tor ÎS nioh murder*. 
Twenty-sh of the victim.' »vre no- 
poo*, two bring women. 

The Holl of Honor contains the 
names of 3!> states which had no 
lynching in tSÎS. Places on th<' lîoll 
were Mined during the \nt\ year hy 
Ï South Carolina, Alabama and Ten- 
nessee, li is the first year since 
comprehensive records on lynchlngs 
have been kept that South Carolina 
nnd Alabama have been free from the 
crime. 

Only tour states in the Union have 
never had a lynching. They arc 
Massachusetts. Xew Hampshire, 
Uhode Island a id Vermont. The lyn- 
ohln.es of 1023 were confined to gTOups 
or states. All four of the "\Yest- 
Snuthern Central States were guilty 
of the. crime. Three of the eight 
Southern Atlantic States, one of the 
four Bast -South Central States and 
one of the West -Northern Central 
State? had lynching*.

This is the second time that the 
Doll of Honor has been issued by the 
Commission on the Church and Race 
Relations of the Federal Council of 
Churches. It is ha.-ied on records kept 
by Professor Monroe N. Work at Tus-' 
hegee Institute and the National As- 
sociation lor the Advancement •>? 
Colored People. They have born 
carefully checked. When the first 
Roll of Honor wa* issued it was chal- 
.loncfid in many states, but when the 
records were checked over, only one 
or two. adjustments were necessary.. 

There was a Java! reduction in the 
number '.'I' lynching* M IMS. when 
there were 2*. the low. st number in 
«iny year since accurate records have 
been kept. The next lowest record 
was 3S. in 1 î!l 7 : and the highest was 
253. ISP'J. In that year lliere were 
lynching* in «8 niâtes.

The migration of negoes has 
aroused leading citizens ul.io to en- 
quire the cause, and lynching has been 
given as one. Tr«-moudoua education- 
al campaigns have been carried on by 
the Federal Council of Churches, Hie 
Commission on Interracial Co-opera- 
tion, the Women's Council, Methodist 
jiplscopal Church, f.outh, other groups 
of Soutlhfrn church women and other 
organizations. 

"The threat of I iie passage of Ihe

The asiul of April is the two 'hund- 
redth aiinlveraary iif linmtimiol Knni 
IITM-ISOI) and < lie. chlol' Philosophi- 
cal centres on both iilthM of Ihe Al- 
lanilc ocean "re lo celebrate Ihe birth 
m a philosopher wbl Is one of Ihe 
r.reaiesl. if nut the urea teat, of mo- 
dern I hues. 

Kiitil ""s horn al Kunlgsbeig and 
his ^•iiuilfatlter was "n emlgrnnl fioni 
Sc.otinnil where Ihe liniuo Kanl Is mil 
uncommon. He slatted as a moot 
promising Uteriiry scholar hul ihtrlng 
his university cniirsn. which bei;ii.i In 
1 740, became ntlriictod to inntheiniitkM 
nnd physics. At the denth of his 
fat her. however, he was compelled to 
work as a tutor for nine years, after 
which titii" he resumed his University 
career and pradualed "a a Doctor and 
outlined as l'rlvntdocènt in ITBR. 

During the fifteen years he laboured 
In this position, Kant's fame as n writ- 
er Increased. He railed twice lo ob- 
tain a professorship at Konlgsherg. 
but he steadily refused n.ppolnlmenls 
elsewhere. Kant's lectures were first 
mainly upon Physics, but were pr".lu- 
nlly e.vivinded until nearly all descrip- 
tions of philosophy was Included under 
them. 

Ulovcn years after his occupation of 
the' choir of Uoglc and Metaphysics 
at IConlgsberg, there :ippea>cd Kant's 
greatest work. I he "Critique of Pure 
Reason." and in the tTRS. the "Pro- 
legomena m every future Metnphyslc." 
Within about ten years tho KrltlU was 
expounded front all the leadlnfi uni- 
versities and young men flocked to' 
Konigsbere as lo « shrine >\( RhlloKO- 
phy. Kant, however, continued his 
lecturing, writing and normal mode 
of life, unaffected by this universal 
homng*. 

It Heems very significant 
subsequent development of 
philosophy that his early activities 
were scientific and critical. Such 
papers as the "Theory of the Heavens" 
the forerunner, and probably the ins- 
piration, of Uaplacea monumental 
work. "Theory of the Winds. "On the 
Causes of Earthquakes, "Volcano** on 
the Moon," and "Different Races of 
Men." Surely every phllosophor 
could discipline himself in science at 
an early age and in so dolnpr be sure 
that In following Kant's splendid ex- 
ample he comes nearer the high road 
to VflBwIedK*. 

Tt is to be regretted that the cele- 
bration at McGill must be so early 
due to th* coming- pressure of exami- 
nations, but It is hoped that l'his meet- 
ing will he the largest of the year.
